of Their Students 


Elsewhere on this page today you 


wltf'read Congressman Oren Har- 
ris' reply to the question how the 
Census Bureau proposes to classify 
otudjents temporarily away 
from 


iorne attending some university 
or college. 


J, Pat Duffie originally spotted 


a news report from Fayetteville 
quoting a census official as saying 
University of Arkansas students 
would be listed as residents of the 
university town. Hempstead county 
has a stake of perhaps 40 or 50 
young men and women in this mat- 
ter. Your correspondent wrote an 
editorial, and Charles A. Armi- 
ftage, manager of Hope Chamber 
of Commerce, asked Congressman 
Harris to find out from the Census 
Bureau in Washington 
whether 


there was any real basis for the 
J'ayetteville story. 


Well, it turns out that the Fay- 


etteville 
report correctly quotes 


the new policy of the Census Bu- 
reau. 


But Congressman Harris advises 


all families in the eleven counties 
jif'the Seventh Arkansas District 
wo continue to claim as local resi- 
dents the boys and girls now away 
at school or with the armed forces. 
However, at the same time he en- 
closes an official memorandum is- 
sued March 2 by the Census Bu- 
reau.

Inmates of prisons, 


tuberculosis sanitariums and other

homes from which they came and 
to which they will return. These 
persons have traditionally been 
counted as usual residents of the 
institution, which is the 
place 


where they live and sleep most of 
the time. A similar treatment has 
Along been given to members of the 
armed forces who are enumerated 
as inhabitants of the community 
in which they are stationed. 


"The principal exception to this | 


rule in the past has been the col-' 
lege student living away 
from 


home. To be consistent, college 
students should be enumerated as 
residents of the community where 
they spend most of their time. 
Students living in college communi- 
ties for as much as nine months of 


•4toe year should be enumerated as 


Residents of these communities. 


/"In 1940 and previous censuses, 


however, this was not done in all 
cases and an attmept was made 
to include college students as res- 
idents of their parental homes." 


Such is the Census Bureau's po- 


sition.

Immunity Is 
Top Issue

Washington, March 29 —(yp)—Sen- 


ator McCarthy, Wisconsin Republi- 
can, has pinned the label "Com- 
munist" or "pro-Communist"'on a 
number of people. 


Some of them already have bit- 


terly denied his accusations. And 
some have told of threats against 
their lives by angry people who be- 
lieved McCarthy's charges. 


"If McCarthy's charges turn out 


to be untrue, can't those accused 
people sue him for damages? 
Gl- 


ean a member of congress say any- 
thing he pleases about anyone and 
get away with it?" 


McCarthy can't be sued for any- 


thing he says about these people so 
long as he says it on the floor ot 
Congress or before the subcommit- 
tee investigating his charges. 


That's because no's protected by 


a thing called "congres sional im- 
munity." Every member of con- 
gress is protected by that immuni-! 
ty. Which means: 
1 


No member of congress can be 


jailed or sued for anything he says 
about anyone so long as he says it 
on the floor of either house or sen- 
ate or before a committee oC con- 
gress. 


This immunity from suit or pun- 


ishment of members of congress is 
written into the constitution. The 
idea behind that is this: To give 
members of congress the treatest 
possible freedom in debating pub- 
lic questions or taking part in con- 
gressional hearings or investiga- 
tions.

But if McCarthy made the same 


charges outside congress — say in 
a talk on the radio — he could be 
sued. McCarthy told 
the 
senate 


last Feb. 20 that he could not hide 
behind congressional immunity. 


On that day, in a senate speech, 


McCarthy made sweeping charges 
that there are mobs of Commu- 
nists or disloyal people 
in 
the 


state department. 


Senator Lucas of Illinois, leader 


of the senate Democrats, got 
up 


and urged McCarthy, since he was 
protected by 
congressional 
im- 


munity, to name names. 


"That's all I want the senator 


to do," Lucas said, challenging Mc- 
Carthy to lay before the senate all 
the information he claimed he had. 
McCarthy answered: 


"I will not say anything on the 


senate floor which I will not say 
off the senate floor. On the 
day 


when I take advantage 
oC the 


security we have on the 
senate 


floor, on that day I will resign from 
the senate." 


McCarthy has made no charges 


—with one notable exception to be 
explained in a moment — where 
he was not clearly 
protected 
by 


congressional immunity. 


And yesterday Haldore Hanson 


of the state department — McCar- 
thy said Hanson wants to 
"com- 


munize the world" — challenged 
McCarthy to make the same ac- 
cusation in some place where ho 
can't protect himself from a dam- 
age suit, by congressional immuni- 
ty. 


Now it remains to be seen wheth- 


er McCarthy will accept Hanson's 
challenge. 


The one notable exception men- 


tioned above — that is, the one in- 
stance where there's a question 
whether McCarthy was protected 
by congressional immunity—came 
about this way: 


In his office — not on the floor 


of the senate and not before a com- 
mittee — he told newsmen 
that 


one individual connected with the 
state department was the "top So- 
viet espionage agent in the United 
Stales." And — he told the news- 
man the man's name. 


Subsequenly, this man's 
name 


was released in the public press: 
Then u law firm, consulted by the 
accused man's wife, made public a 
letter which it sent to McCarthy. 
The letter said: 


The firm was giving McCarthy a 


chance to retract his charges b ut 
it added that, as matter of law, 
retraction wouldn't save him from 
a court suit it' the accused man 
wishes to take action against him. 


It might seem from what's been 


said here that 
a member of con- 


gress has no immunity if he speaks 
off the floor of congress or 
out- 


side a committee. That's not neces- 
sarily so. 


A court might rule that any- 


thing a member o£ congress says 
while inside the walls of congress 
—and a congressman's office is in- 
side the walls — curries immunity 
with it.
